THE CASE OF THE RAILWAYS. 
New York Tribune: 

Setting out the neceesity for the In- 
crease, the railrords asserted that the 
net income of all of the country’s roads 
fell from $1,056,000,000 in 1916 to 
$510,000,000 in 1919, while their in- 
vestment was increased more than $2,- 
000,000,000. Operating expenses, the 
roads said, have increased 99.1 per 
cent. since 1916 and revenues 36.37 per 
cent. Operating expenses, it was add- 
ed, are now 99 per cent. of. the re- 
venues, against 68 per cent. in 1916, 

Arguing for the increases, the rail- 
road executives said the $1,000,000,000 
of added revenue was necessary if the 
roads were to handle the nation’s com- 
merece satisfactorily. They contended | 
that savings promised by them could 
not be effected at once because the 
roads were not returned to them in 
the same condition as they were 
when taken over and because of un- 
solved labor difficulties. 


THE NEW RAILWAY NOTES 

A Waghington correspondent to the 
New York Tribune says:--The Inter- 
State Commerce Commission today 
granted the railroads of the counir 
authority to raise their freight and 
passenger rates to levela which will 
increase the revenues of the roads ap- 
proximately $1,500,000,000. 

The increases allowed in freight 
rates vary from 40 per cent, in the 
East to 25 per cent. in the South and 
mountain Pacific region, or an aver- 
age of about one-third. Passenger 
rates will be increased one-fifth and 
Pullman rates one-haif. 

Tae new rates will become effective 
after five days’ notice of the advance 
to the commission, and they must all 
be in effect by January 1. It is be- 
lieved they will be in operation by 
September 1. 

The railroade received practically 
all of the increase they had asked for, 
Shortly after the roatis wewre turned 
back to private operation and con- 
trol, taey petitioned the commission 
to increase freight rates so that their 
income would be increased $1,017.- 
000,000. When the Railroad Labor 
Board ordered wages of railroad em- 
ployees increased $618;600,000 July 10 
the roads asked for furthér increases 
in freight rates and increases in pas- 
senger, Pullman and commodity rates 
estimated to yield an additional $626,- 
000,000.

SOURCE OF SUGAR 


-—_— 

Get your sweet tooth ready and 
then prepare to be _  diseppointed. 
Sugar can be made from sawdust. 
Evey sawmill’s refuse heap is a mine 
of sweetness. 

Now comes the aad part of the 
story. It’s not tae kind of sugar you 
know at all, but a different kind, 
that you c#mnot use to sweeten your 
coffee. 

The announcement has been made 
that sugar in immense quantities can 
be mado from sawdust. But this ray 
of hope in the days of 30 cents a 
pound sugar tuat is produced is not 
¥ © table sugar, but is glucose, an en- 

ly different substance, and not 
eal is there of the sawdust pile 
relieving the famine in sugar. 

This is the announcement of the 
New York State College of Forestry, 
at Syracuse in explanation of the re- 
cent announcements that eawdust 
contains sugar, tae explanatino be- 
ing given by Dr. Louis E. Wise, pro- 
fessor of forest chemistry and an au- 
thority o nthe chemistry of wood. He 
gays: 

“An important sugar can be pra- 
by hydrolysis 
be con- 
fused with the sugar o fthe break- 
fast table. This sugar prepared from 
wood, is dextrose or glucose and Is 
identical with the sugar obtained fram 
acid treatment of starch. The sugar 
jis not identical, aoyeres: with sucrose 
| commonly termed ‘cane eugar’ or beet 
sugar.’ Glucose is, however, widely 
used commercially and is an import- 
ant foodstuff. It is the principal 
componept-of corn syrups and the like 
and has ‘a distinct nutritive value. 
As sucrose cannot be prepared from 
glucose, either commercially or in the 
laboratory, there ig little prospect that 
such a synthes'e will be an accom- 
plisned fact in the near future. 

“The commercial “production of 
glucose from sawdust or other sources) 
probably merits thorough investiga-| 
tion. On the other hand, it should| 
be clearly understood that glucose is) Lam 
not cane sugar, and that tre terra 
‘sugar’ as commonly used by the lay-

Brule, Alta., a concern with an acreage of some six square miles, 
producing over five hundred tons of steam and coolsing coal daily, and have 
optioned the Canadian Coal Fields, L'mited, a far greater tract, lying along 
the Hay river, s@me 30 miles from the Blue Diamond hnd known to contain 
anthracite. The Blue Diamond's capitalization is $1,500,000, and that of the 
Canadian Coal Fields, $10,000,000. The option on the latter is ufderstood 
to be for fifteen years and both properties have been secured at very low 
rices.

PARIS, Aug. 12.—The situation at

Russian plan of campaign is proving 
most effective. It consists of delwer- 
ing successive blows at different 
points along the front line which tend 
to disorganize the Polish defence,

Tne Red northern forces have been 
heavily reinforced and pushed to 
within thirty miles of the capital. The 
Poles are making a deaperate stand 
on defenses hastily thrown up around 
Pultusk, and although badly equip- 
ped, ‘nalf trained and not too well eup- 
plied with ammunition, they are 
holding their own, according to the 
latest news reaching Paris. But the 
battle is swaying to and fro and the 
issue ig still in the balance. 

There is little change on the re- 
mainder of the front, except in the 
south, where the activity of the Bol- 
shevikii General, Budenny, ie creat- 
ing a new danger.

G. W. Gurney, 
of the Eastern Livestock association | 
said that livestock prices were con-| 
trolled by the European market and! 
that if railway rates went up the con-| 
sumer would ultimately nave to pay; 
the increase. He dealt with the trouble, 
of the farmers and livestock breeders 
in obtaining labor declaring that the 
railway employee, with his eight hour 
day, was working about aalf as long 
as the farmer and hig wife. J. L.

on food. Prices for food were begin- 
ning to go down, but a freight in-| 
crease would tend to stop this fall. 
Crusbed Stone Industry

Strike at Wrangel’s Flank 

Constantinople, Aug. 12.—Bolsheviki forces in southern Russia 
are striking at the extreme flanks of General Baron Wrangel’s army, 
north of the Crimean peninsula, according to dispatches received in 
this city. 

Three soviet divisions, totalling six thousand men, crossed the 
Dneiper river on August 7 at Aleshki, almost directly across the 
stream, from the city of Kherson, and advanced several versts south- 
ward. Two Bolshevik cavalry columns, supported by infantry, are 
advancing southward from Alexandrovsk along the west side of the 
railway leading south-to Crimea. ‘This is on the eastern end of the 
South Russian battle front.
